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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed on 1 5 April 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a. In the response to the restriction requirement three different linear density 
profiles were noted that corresponds to the layer type of pattern for species 3 (figure 9). 
These were 3 rd example of figure 2, 4 th example of figure 2 and example 2 of figure 12! 
Each of these is different. The examiner requires only one density profile to be selected 
for examination. If any of the previously elected claims 1-4, 6-9, and 10-13 do not meet 
this linear density profile due to the first portion location, range or formula for the linear 
expression than these claims need to be withdrawn. If a generic claim is allowed that all 
these species will be allowed. 

b. In addition, if either claims 8-9 will still be for the elected pattern type (i.e. 
figure 9) and for the elected linear density selected in 1a above, than an election is also 
required as to the taper rate of the inner diameter of the braid layer and the difference in 
braid angle as stated in either claims 8 or 9. The taper rate of the inner diameter of the 
braid layer and the difference in braid angle in claims 8 and 9 are different. It is a 
burden to the examiner to have to find both.
